ALMOST EPIDEMIC. 


Over 800 Smallpox Cases In Ohio and 
Nearly 12,000 In the 
United States. 
Smallpox has assumed almost the 
form of an epidemic in the United 
States. The surgeon general reports 
11,448 cases within the last six months 
with 611 deaths. 
In Ohio the total 
number of deaths is given 844 with 15 
deaths. The death rate is not very 
high, but the loathsome disease leaves 
its work which to some is as much to 
be dreaded as death itself, for it has a 
very great delight to mar beauty.

is something unusual during the heat­ 
ed term of summer to find the pesti­ 
lence with such a grip upon our conti­ 
nent.

NATIONAL CONVENTIONS. 


The First Was Held In 1831— Previous 


Presidential Candidates Were 


Named by Caucuses. 


The twelfth Republican national con­ 
vention will meet at Philadelphia to­ 
day and the eighteenth Democratic 
one at Kansas City July 4. The first 
national conventions of any party to 
meet In the United States were in 1831 
and 1832. Washington 
and 
Adams 
were elected presidents by the elec- i 
toral colleges without the intervention 
of any caucuses, conferences or con­ 
ventions. 
After that until 1831-2 the 
presidential tickets 
were 
generally 
nominated or suggested by congres­ 
sional caucuses at Washington, or in 
some cases partially by state legisla­ 
tures and state conventions as was 
especially the case in 1828. 
The first two delegate national con­ 
ventions, as now in vogue, were held 
in 1831, the year preceding the presi­ 
dential election. 
The first of these 
was that of the Anti-Masonic party at 
Baltimore, on Sept. 2K of that year, 
which nominated for president Wil­ 
liam Wirt, of Maryland, and for vice 
president Amos Ellmaker, of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
That ticket carried only one 
state. Vermont. 
The second conven­ 
tion was that of the National Republi­ 
cans, which also met in Baltimore on 
Dec. 12 of the same year and nominat­ 
ed Henry Clay and John Sergeant for 
president and vice president respect­ 
ively. 
The Democratic party held its first 
national convention in Baltimore, May 
21, 1832, where most of the national 
conventions were held until near the 
eve of the civil war, and renominated 
Andrew Jackson for president and 
Martin Van Buren for the second place. 
That convention 
adopted 
the 
two- 
thirds rule for the nomination of can­ 


didates, which has remained the rule 
with the Democracy 
to 
this 
day, 
though no other party has ever re* 
quired it.

The telegraph line and railroad bet ween Tien 
Tsin and Taku w ere destroyed. Communica­ 
tion by w ater is also threatened. 
An Associated Press dispatch from 
Chee Foo, dated yesterday afternoon 
said: 
“The forts on both sides of the Taku 
are now occupied. The Chinese opened 
fire unexpectedly.

with the lapse of years. 
The people of 
the state crowned him with hign and 
richly deserved honors. 
Among the honors thus conferred on him were 
senator and representative in the state legislature, representative in the 
congress. United States senator and governor of the state. 
He began his public service in 1801 as a member of the territorial 
legislature. 
In 1802 he was a member of the constitutional convention 
coming from H am ilton county, which up to March 24, 1803, embraced 
W arren w ithin its limits. 
In 1803 was a member of the state senate, and in October of thai 
year was elected as the sole representative of Ohio in the Eighth congress 
of the United States, and was re-elected to the Ninth. Tenth. Eleventh and 
Twelfth congresses, and retired temporarily from the national house on 
the 4th of March, 1813. 
In 1814 he was appointed by the president com­ 
missioner to treat with the Indians west of the Great Miami river. 
Previous to this appointment. Feb. 6. 1813, the legislature elected him to 
the United States senate for the term of six years, beginning with March 
4, 1813. and ending March 4. 1819. at which time he retired from the senate. 
From 1820 to 1822 he served on the commission to investigate and 
report upon the canal system of internal improvements, and was one of 
the most energetic workers in its behalf in the state. 
When the era of 
railroad construction began he took a deep interest in the work which revo­ 
lutionized internal traffic and transportation, and brought the Ohio valley 
and the A tlantic seaboard into such close connection, and so strongly 
cementing the bonds of the Federal Union. 
He was chosen as the first 
president of the Little Miami Railroad company.and its successful con­ 
struction and early m anagement was largely due to his practical wisdom 
and executive ability 
In 1822 he was elected governor of the state, and re-elected in 1824, 
serving four years in that office. 
His administration was an era of great 
progress in all the affairs of the state. 
In 1827-1828 he was a member of 
the state senate, and served in the house in 1829-1830. 
In 1838 he was again elected to the national house and re-elected in 1840, 
serving during the Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh congresses, shortly

He was one of the champions of the early admission of the state to 
the Union, and a statem ent written by him to President Jefferson detailing 
some of th© strong F e d e r a lis t views of Governor St. Clair during the 
agitation of the question was one of the contributing causes for St. Clair’s 
removal as territorial governor. 
He was a plain unostentatious man. who performed manual labor along­ 
side of his empio>es on the faint and at tLe mill, regarding honest toil as 
the highest title to nobility. 
W h ile % e was governor the Duke of Saxe-Weimar, w'ho was touring 
the country, called at his home to pay his respects, and was surprised not 
to find the governor of the rising state dressed in tinsel and lace. 
Mistaking 
him for a day laborer, he said: “I wish to see your master, the governor of 
the state.” 
"I acknowledge no master but Him above,’ 
was the quick 
response. 
“I ani Governor Morrow. 
I am glad to meet your excellency. 
You are welcome to the hospitalities of my home. 
I he titled foreigner 
accepted them, was charmed with the wide knowledge and conversational 
powers of his unassum ing host, and went on bis journey with broadened 
Ideas of the intrinsic greatness of the young republic. 


JOSEPH KERK OF ROSS COUNTY. 


Senator Joseph K err was a man of local, rather than state and national 
prominence. 
His election to the senate seems to have been more in the 
nature of a com pliment than otherwise, and was the result no doubt^of a 
desire to com plim ent Senator W orthington, who desired one of his neighbors 
and friends to serve out Qie brief remnant of the unexpired term to which

of law, to the practice of which he was subsequently admitted. 
In 1807 he emigrated from his native state to Marietta, W ashington 
county, O., where he entered upon the practice of his profession, achieving 
enviable success. 
A few years later he removed to St. Clairsville. Be moot 
coil agy, which became his perm anent home, and he soon became one ot nu* 
foremost citizens of the eastern part of the state. 
( 
was a Democrat in politics, and in the divisions of that party in 
1S24. when four candidates. Andrew Jackson and William H. Crawford were 
the Democratic candidates, and John Quincy Adams aud Henry Clay w " * 
pin forward by the two wings of the crystallizing W hig party, he espoused 
the cause of Crawford, and was a member and president of the sen a te..... 
caucus which placed the Georgia statesm an in nomination in opposition lo 
the popular nomination tendered by the state legislatures of a large part of 
the I mon to the hero of New Orleans. 
I his lost him the friendship of many of his political friends in Ohio. 
and led to the long struggle which attended his third election in 1827. 
It 
was only by the aid of some of his political opponents that he succeeded in 
attaining his third term. 
At the close of his senatorial term in 1833, at the age of BO years, he 
retired from public life, entirely satisfied with the honors that had been 
bestowed upon him by the people, and devoted the remainder of bis life 
to the practice of his profession and to agricultural pursuits, having acquired 
considerable landed property. 
He died at his 
home at 
S t Clairsville 
Sept. 2, 1S57. 


Previous to his election as United States senator Mr. Ruggles had been 
president judge of the court of common pleas for the Third circuit, having 
been elected to that position on the 18th of December, 1809 for a term of 
seven years. 


A man of rare culture and social amenities, he commanded the support 
and friendship, not only of his political opponents, but those of his political 
associates with whom he had frequent occasion to differ on public questions. 


WILLIAM A. TRIM BLE OF HIGHLAND COUNTY. 


William A. I rimble was the first United States senator from Ohio to 
die while in ihe discharge of the duties of his office, and the only one up to 
the present time. 


He was born at Woodford, K.v., on the 4th of April, 1776. being a son 
cf Captain James Thimble of Augusta couutv, Va., who removed thence to 
Kentucky. 
I he future statesman aud soldier received such educational 
training as the limited advantages of the frontier afforded, and then attendee 
Transylvania university, from which he graduated. 
His brother, Allen Trimble, who subsequently became governor of Ohio 
had removed from Kentucky to Ohio, aud settled at Hillsboro, the present 
county seat of Highland county. 
Upon his graduation from Transylvania 
William came to Hillsboro and began the study of law with his brother 
Allen. 


A little later he went to Litchfield, Conn., where he finished his educa 
tion, both in literature and law. aud was admitted to the bar and began 
the active and successful practice of his profession at Hillsboro. 
He look a conspicuous part in the W ar of 1812, and was a major undei 
General Hull at Detroit at the time of 
that officer’s surrender 
to the British 
He was paroled by the British commander and later exchanged. 
In March, 1813. he was made major of the Twenty-sixth regiment, and 
distinguished himself for his courage, daring and coolness in action, 
ll* 
was badly wounded in the action in front of Fort Erie, and was com­ 
pelled in consequence lo retire from the active operations of the army. 
He died on the loth of December, 1821, 
from tile effects 
of the wound? 
received in the above action, 
On the 30th of January', Tisl9, he was elected to the United States senat* 
over Thomas Worthington, his principal competitor, serving less than twt 
years in the senate. 
His death caused universal sorrow throughout the stat' 
which w'as shaled alike by his political supporters and opponents. 
in political affiliation Senator Trimble was a liberal Federalist, and wilt 
the first of the senatorial line who was not more or less a pronounced 
adherent of the Democratic school. 
In the senate, during his brief carer: 
he was noted for his broad and comprehensive views of all the grew 
political and economical questions that agitated the national legislature 
He held no other civic office in the state aside from the United Stat' 
senatorship, although numerous positions were tendered him by the peop 
in his section of the state. 


ETHAN ALLEN BROWN OF HAMILTON COUNTY. 


Ethan Allen Brown was a member of the supreme court of Ohio from 
1814 to 1817; governor of the state from 1818 to 1822; United States senator 
from 1822 to 1825. and a presidential elector in 1828, casting his vote for 
Andrew Jackson for president, and enjoying the fullest confidence of that 
distinguished general and statesman. 
The pupil arid protege of the renowned Alexander Hamilton, he imbibed 
exactly opposite political views from 
bis 
friend 
and 
preceptor, being 
as uncompromisingly Democratic as Hamilton was Federalist. 
He wa? 
born on the 4th of July, 1766, IO years before Jefferson penned the rescript 
of human liberty, and as a youth participated in the closing scenes of the 
memorable struggle of the American revolution. 
His father was a man of moderate means, which were wellnigh swept 
away during the war. 
The young man secured a good education from 
private teachers, and by teaching and day labor was able to obtain an 
independent livelihood before he attained his majority. 
In 1799 he was 
able to go to New York and fit himself for a profession. 
He selected the law and entered himself as a student with Alexander 
Hamilton, and was admitted to the practice in 1802. 
After two years’ prac­ 
tice in the east he migrated to Cincinnati, O., then a straggling outpost of 
civilization. 
Here he found commercial pursuits more remunerative than 
the legal profession, and for a number of years was engaged in the purchase 
of the products of the country and their shipment to New Orleans and other 
Mississippi river points. 
In IO years his accumulations were considerable, and in 1814 be went 
east and induced his father to dispose of bis holdings there and invest the 
proceeds in western lands. 
In conjunction th ey purchased large tracts at 
Rising Sun, Ind., which eventually netted them comfortable fortune*. 
Although engaged in commercial pursuits he bad not abandoned the 
practice of his profession, and in 1814 was elected by the legislature as 
one of the judges of the supreme court, his associates being Thomas Scott, 
Thomas Morris and John S. Edwards. 
He was chosen for the constitutional 
term of seven years. 
On the 7th of December, 1818, he tendered bis resignation as ju d g e to 
Governor Worthington to accept the office of governor, to which he had 
been elected at the preceding October election, receiving 30,194 vof^s to 8,075 
cast for James Dunlap. 
He was not at the state capital when the official

The Roosevelt boom 
played havoc 
for a time with the names of other can­ 
didates for the vice president^ nomi­ 
nation. 
Platt and Quay, whose object, it was 
charged by some,was to humiliate Han­ 
na. couldclaim the victory. They might 
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se. 
congratulate themselves that it was their 
work. 
But they wielded no magician 
wand, 
The secret lay deep down in the 
hearts of the Republicans of the coun­ 
try. Roosevelt's name, unlike that of 
other candidates, Instantly struck a re­ 
sponsive chord in the popular breast. It 
c a p tu r e d the heart of the convention. It 
mattered nothing to the rank and file that 
H an na and Allison ami Grosvenor and 
Thornton and others felt chagrined and 
Mod to stamp out the tire.

Among the honors 
thus conferred on him were 
senator and repiesentative in the state legislature, representative in the 
congress. United States senator and governor of the state. 
He began his public service in 1801 as a member of the territorial 
legislature. 
In 1802 he 
was a member of the constitutional convention 
coming from Hamilton 
county, which up 
to March 24, 1803, embraced 
Warren within its limits. 
I d 1803 was a member of the state senate, and in October of that 
year was elected as the sole representative of Ohio in the Eighth congies,.* 
of the United States, and was re-elected to the Ninth, Tenth. Eleventh and 
Twelfth congresses, and retired temporarily 
from the national house on 
the 4th of March. 1813. 
In 1814 he was appointed by the president tom- 
miSvSioner to treat with the Indians west of the Great Miami river. 
Previous to this appointment, Feb. 6. 1813, the legislature elected him to 
the United States senate for the term of six years, beginning with March 
4, 1813. and ending March 4, 1819. at which time he retired from the senate. 
From 1820 to 1822 he served on the commission to investigate and 
report upon the canal system of internal improvements, and was one of 
the most energetic workers in its behalf in the state. 
When the era of 
railroad construction began he took a deep interest in the work which revo­ 
lutionized internal traffic and transportation, and brought the Ohio valley 
and the Atlantic seaboard into such close connection, and so strongly 
cementing the bonds of the Federal Union. 
He was chosen as the first 
president of the Little Miami Railroad company,and its successful con­ 
struction and early management was lurgei> due to his practical wisdom 
and executive ability 
In 1822 be was elected governor of the state, and re-elected in 1824, 
serving four years in that office. 
His administration was an era of great 
progress in all the affairs of the state. 
In 1827-1828 he was a member of 
the state senate, and served in the house in 1829-1830. 
In 1838 he was again elected to the national house and re-elected in 1840, 
serving during the Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh congresses, shortly 
after which he retired from public life 
In addition to the above positions 
he filled numerous responsible offices, and 
discharged 
important 
com­ 
missions for the state and national governments. 
He was one of the champions of the early admission of the state to 
the Union, and a statement written by him to President Jefferson detailing 
some of the strong Federalistic views of Governor St. ('lair during the 
agitation of the question was oue of the contributing causes for St. Clair a 
removal as territorial governor. 
He was a plain unostentatious man, who performed manual labor along­ 
side of bis employea on the faim aud at the m ill. icg.iiuiug honest too as 
the highest title to nobility. 
W h iie % e was governor the Duke of Saxe-\\ eirnar, who was touring 
the country, called at his home to pay his respects, and was surprised not 
to find the governor of the rising state dressed in tinsel and lace. 
Mistaking 
him for a day laborer, he said: “ I wish to see your master, the governor of 
the state." 
"1 acknowledge no master but Him above.” was the quick 
response. 
"I am Governor Morrow 
1 am glad to meet your excellency. 
You are welcome to the hospitalities of my home."

accepted them, was charmed with the wide knowledge and < onveisational 
powers of his unassuming host, and went on his journey with broadened 
Ideas of the intrinsic greatness of the young republic.

Washington 
county, O.. where he entered upon the practice of his profession, achieving 
enviable success. 
A few years later he removed to St. Clairsville, B e m o t 
couqgy, which became his permanent home, and he soon became one oi the 
foremost citizens of the eastern part of the state. 
He was a Democrat in politics, and in the divisions of that party in 
1S24. when four candidates, Andrew Jackson and William H. Crawford were 
the Democratic candidates, and John Quincy Adams aud Henry Clay w 
put forward by the two wings of the crystallizing Whig party, he espoused 
the cause of Crawford, and was a member and president of the seuati 
caucus which placed the Georgia statesman in nomination in opposition to 
the popular nomination tendered by the state legislatures of a large part of 
the Union to the hero of New Orleans. 
This lost him the friendship of many of his political friends in Ohio, 
and led to the long struggle which attended his third election in 1827. 
It 
was only by the aid of some of bis political opponents that he succeeded in 
attaining his third term. 
At the close of bis senatorial term in 1833, at the age of 50 years, he 
retired from public life, entirely satisfied with the honors that had been 
bestowed upon him by the people, and devoted the remainder of his life 
to the practice of his profession and to agricultural pursuits, having acquired 
considerable landed property. 
He died at his 
home at 
St. Clairsville 
Sept. 2, 1857. 
Previous to his election as United States senator Mr. Ruggles had been 
president judge of the court of common pleas for the Third circuit, having 
been elected to that position ou the 18th of December, 1809 for a term of 
seven years. 
A man of rare culture and social amenities, be commanded the support 
and friendship, not only of his political opponents, but those of his political 
associates with whom he had frequent occasion to differ on public questious. 


WILLIAM A. TRIMBLE O F HIGHLAND COUNTY. 


William A. Trimble was the first United States senator from Ohio to 
die while in the discharge of the duties of his office, and the oaly oue up to 
the present time. 
He was born at Woodford, Kv., on the 4th of April, 1776, being a sot 
of Captain James Thimble of Augusta county, Va , w ho removed thence to 
Kentut ky. 
The future statesman and soldier received such educations 
training as the limited advantages of the frontier afforded, and then attended 
Transylvania university, from which he graduated.

day’s developm ents in the Chinese complica­ 
tions, but the weakness on foreign m arkets 
was not as extrem e as had been feared, partly 
owing to the fact th at the first alarm ing ru ­ 
m ors of the destruction of the foreign lega­ 
tions in Pekin and the death of the Germ an 
m inister were somewhat discredited Monday 
m orning iii speculative circles. 
The bear traders were active during the day, 
seeking to uncover stop lass orders, and they 
had considerable success all through the rail­ 
road list, in whieh the extrem e declines at one 
tim e averaged from I to I1* f°r the principal 
active stocks. Minneapolis and St. Louis fell 
abruptly 9 points with a final rally of 2‘a. Can­ 
ada Southern, Chicago G reat W estern prefer­ 
red, A ditto debentures Chicago Term inal pre­ 
ferred, Hocking Valley preferred and Denver 
and Rio G rande preferred lost from 2 to 2,S. 
N orthw estern preferred Hf4 and Lackawanna 
4bi. The final rally lessened all these loss** 
and entirely wiped out some of th* sm aller 
ones. 
The steel stocks were decidedly irr-^ular, 
N ational Steel declining 2*4 and Pressed Steel 
Car, Am eriaan Hoop, Tennesse Coal and Re­ 
public Steel preferred about 2 points each. On 
the other hand F**deral Steel. Steel and W ire 
and Colorado Fuel were rather firm. The final 
tone of the m arket was steady and the m a­ 
jority of net changes were small. The an­ 
nouncement of $2.500,OOO gold exports to tier- 
many was not w ithout its effect on the weak­ 
ness of the m arket, the more so, as consider­ 
able fu rth er engagem ents are looked for later 
in the week by the French steam er. 
The sub-treasury has contributed nearly 
$2,000,000 to the banks since Friday, and New 
York exchange at Chicago rose further to HO 
cents premium. But the governm ent's call 
for deposits to the am ount of $6,000,000 m ust 
bs met by the banks next week, and the period 
for the retu rn of the flow of currency to the 
interior to move crops is approaching. The 
results of the money m arket are subjects of 
increasing surmise. 
M eanwhile part of last week’s loan increase 
is now attributed to operations by conserva­ 
tive houses here who are availing themselves 
of the low rates for tim e loans to secure them ­ 
selves against any future contingency. 
The bond m arket was dull by comparison 
w ith stocks, and losses were not so 
pro
